Should this fail to bring about an- 


other conference the strike may be ox- 
tended to three more companies, and 
if tho trust still refuses to yield, an 
effort may .be made to tie up all the 
independent companies which dispose 
of their products to ths concerns un- 
der the ban of tiie strike. H is said 
n secret alliance exists between the 
Amalgamated and the Auierica-n Fed- 
eration of Labor and that as a last 
resort the latter may participate in 
tlio struggle. 


President Shaffer also announced 


thai he would; prepare a circular let- 
ter which will be mailed Monday ev- 
ening to reach every member of the as- 
sociation employed by any mill oper- 
ating a coastitutfiit plant of the United 
States Steel corporation.

With tbe 74,000 men affected by the 
original order calling out the sheet 
steol, si«et hoop and.tin workers this 
general order -will increase the numbers 
to more than 150,000 and will involre 
thn Federal Steel Co., the National 
Steel Co., and the National Tube Co.

There 
he staid, there he stays, transformed 
Into a man of fierce temper, soured to 
Sil races aud. like others, who have 
done as he did, despised by his fellow 
white m<;n. I kaow not what it is, but 
there is something implanted by nature 
in tbe soul of a, white person that .re- 
volts against "herding ^iihJ narrow 
foreheads;" It nmst be nature's '•&&e-

guard for the presentation of, the su- 
perior race. 


There is yet another cflserto my mind 


the most melancholy of alL At another 
trading post Is a. whiti; man of the high- 
est education and culture. In a fit. of 
desperate pique against society one day 
be ran away to the northwest. While 
the fit was bu be took an Eskimo-wife. 
Perhaps he thought to revenge himself 
on society, whan, poor wretch, he was 
only re-renging society on himself. He 
behaves himself as a gentleman, he has 
manners ;that would grac* any court, 
he has the singing voice of an angei,- 
he has ample means, but—he has also 
the Indian wife and the .half brevii ciiii- 
dren. He caa never rctnrn to his own.
